a fair, unbiased report of the unfor- 
tunate affair

To the citizens of the State of Nevada 


Inasmuch as the students of Lincoln 


Hall have been suspended from the 
University and In order that false im- 
pressions may not arise, we, the stu- 
dent* of Lincoln Halt, deem it Just that 
we make a- statement of the acts 
which led to the suspension. 


After the disease supposed 
to be 


smallpox wsa discovered in Reno we 
were notified by President Stubbs that 
according to an order of the Board of 
Health we were to remain on the U. N. 
campus and were to attend classes as 
usual, that the students in 
town 


would also attend classes, but refrain 
from being on the streets except dur- 
ing the time they were coming and 
going from classes. 


Considering the fact that the stu- 


dents' parents and friends were allowed 
to associate Intimately with them, we 
did not think that the students of the 
hail had been sufficiently protected 
from the disease by this order. We, 
therefore sent a committee to the Pres- 


imously to visit town at will. 
That 


night some SO students from the Hall 
were in the streets of Reno. We were 
told by the watchman who was detailed 
to report students breaking the regu- 
lations that he had reported the most 
of these and also all the students liv- 
ing in town who had broken the reg- 
ulation. 


j 
On Wednesday a bulletin was posted 


by the President which named 8 stu- 
dents, all of ' the Hall, who were to 
leave the University and immediately 
repair to their homes. On Wednesday 
evening tb« students again had a meet- 
ing and without a dissenting voice 
voted to place themselves in the same 
Hg*t as the suspended students by go- 
ing down town which they accordingly 
did. 
They, however, went in small 


groups of twos and threes and made 
no disturbance or demonstration what- 
ever 


Upon our return to the Hall a bul- 


letin was posted announcing that all 
the students who had gone down town 
in violation of the "semi-quarantine1 


regulations were suspended and must 
immediately 
lea\e 
the 
University 


grounds. At a meeting of the students 
called a few minutes later, a commit- 
tee was appointed to visit the citizens 
of Reno and be advised what action to 
take 
Following the 
advice given 


the committee w ent to confer with Re- 


ident requesting that we be thoroughly j gent Evans but found he was not at 
quarantined for three days in oi-der 
that there be no danger whatever 
from contact with the down-town stu- 
dents, some of whom we knew had 
been directly exposed to the disease. 
Dr. Stubbs did not accede to the re- 
Cjuest of the committee, but agreed 
that those students who had been di- 
rectly exposed to the disease should 
not be allowed to attend clases and 
that all down-town students would be 
pre\ented 
grounds.

ed students ha\e made preparation to 
obey it

HE Presbyterian Creed revisers were careful to 
add "in this country" when they stated that

A great many people labor under the 
impression that Presbyterians in the United States 
believe that unbaptized infants are doomed to suf- 
fer the torments of a literal hell. The Journal re- 
sponds with a most hearty and emphatic "amen" to 
the following comments upon the subject from the 
Salt Lake Herald: 


How it was possible for any churchman who be 


lieves the New Testament to believe a just God 
would condemn innocent children, passes under- 
standing. 
The great founder of the Christian 


church said: "Suffer little children to come unto 
me and forbid them not: for of such is the kingdom 
of heaven." He didn't say that baptized children 
alone composed the kingdom of heaven. 
He didn't 


tell the deciples to keep the unbaptized little ones 
away from him. 


By what twisting of creed or dogma was it pos 


sible for the anstere religionists of the olden time to 
insist that babies would be damned? If their theory 
is true, Jesus Christ, at least inferentially, did not 
speak the truth to his disciples. If any human be- 
ing can be void of offense towards God and man a 
child possesses the quality. 
To sprinkle a child 


with water doesn't make it any less innocent nor 
does it improve the opportunity of that child for 
going to heaven. The ceremony ib merely one oi 
consecration, a pretty and appropriate manner oi 
signifying acceptance of religion. 


A child can have no conception of the signifi- 


cance of the proceeding, and it is manifestly absurd 
to say the doctrine, "Except ye be baptized ye shall 
not enter the kingdom'of heaven," applies to in- 
fants.
